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Dr. Donna Perone was a school psychologist at Upper Dublin School District for the last 17 years. She retired in June, 2017, 
in hopes of being able to travel, garden, read, go to art museums, take walks in the park, go to the shore, listen to all types of 
music, take photographs, and to generally enjoy the fruits of her many years of labor and community activism. Tragically, this 
was not to be, as she passed away at 2:38 p.m., on the afternoon of Saturday, February 17, 2018 in the ICU at Chestnut Hill 
Hospital. Donna fought cancer courageously for two and a half years to the bitter end. We are grateful to her many comrades, 
colleagues, co-workers, family, medical personnel, and friends who supported her during her brave, and difficult struggle.

Donna held three Masters Degrees, a Phd. in Psychology, national board certification in psychology, and certification as high 
school principal. Dr. Perone was previously a professor in the education department at St. Joseph’s University and a psychologist 
at Children’s Hospital in Philadelphia NICU. Donna was awarded best doctoral dissertation by Temple University for her 
doctoral thesis on reducing violence in the schools by improving school climate by creating dialogues and support groups of 
administrators, teachers, psychologists, parents, and school children. She created the first bilingual education parent-teacher- 
student model nationally while a school counselor in Framingham, Massachusetts. 


As co-chairperson of the International Committee Against Racism in Boston in the seventies, she was active in promoting 
public school integration. This entailed physical danger from anti-bussing forces who dominated the Boston School Committee 
and City Council. Donna helped organize groups of parents, teachers and activists to protect black school children from 
racist mobs during the integration of South Boston High School. She physically battled against the Ku Klux Klan when 
they were prevented from coming north to link up with the anti-bussing forces in Boston, long before the recent tragic events — 
in Charlottesville, Virginia. She has had asbestos removed from elementary schools and also led a movement to prevent the 
placement of an incinerator in the diverse Jewish and Hispanic residential area of Greenpoint, Brooklyn. She was given an 
award as thé best Spanish language student in New York State while a student at Mamaroneck High School, earning her a year 
abroad in Mexico City during the tumultuous 1968 Olympics during the anti-racist protest of Tommy Smith and John Carlos. 
While in Mexico Donna studied anthropology and archeology. Donna was also fluent in French and Italian. Donna worked 
tirelessly as community activist for a number of years helping others, promoted bilingual education, multicultural diversity, — 
immigration, unions, and the nationwide integration of the public schools.

Donna enjoyed summers with family and friends in Montauk and the Hamptons for over forty years. She loved walks on 
Captain Kidd’s path, reading Dan’s newspaper and books from Book Hampton on the beach, gathering sea shells, watching the 
Montauk fishing fleet come back to the pier, drinks at Salivar’s and Shagwong’s, sandwiches from Herb’s and the Four Oaks, 
helping her father fix up the Montauk summer home, the Montauk Light House, dinner at Gosman’s, blueberry pancakes with 
coffee on the deck, and most of all watching sunsets over Long Island Sound.

CAMP HERO CONTAMINATION ALLEGED 
Investigators looking into strange occurrences 
at a former military base in Montauk say that 
they have uncovered evidence of massive 
dumping of an illegal compound into the soil 
surrounding the area. The compound, LSD, which 
the investigators say they believe was dumped 
in volume in several locations in the early 
1980s, seems to have contaminated the 
groundwater that feeds numerous private wells 
in the area. The investigators recently brought 
their concerns to local officials for possible legal 
action and to urge remediation.

platform to start on the two-hour walk down the 
tracks. Crowds cheer them along the way from 
the platforms. It’s quite a show. This year a horse 
called Tom Fool broke into a trot—there is always 
one horse who gets ahead and leads the others— 
and he whinnied and stomped for the crowds as 
he passed along one platform and then another. 


RARE T-SHIRTS 

In July, our new Subway PR man Joe Peckiawa 
was fired by the Commissioner for selling black 
T-shirts that read I SURVIVED HAMPTONS 
SUBWAY with the 44 dates and times of the 
2018 breakdowns so far taking up both the front 
and back in white letters. The Commissioner 
ordered no more of them sold. As a result, they’ve 
become a collector’s item selling for $110 each. 
So the Commissioner is releasing the remaining 
4,000 T-shirts at the rate of 10 a month—so as 
not to flood the market. 


SLOWDOWN | 

Ordinarily, trains come through the system at 
six-minute intervals. For the rest of this summer, 
however, the interval will be eight minutes. 


“Tt has long been rumored that LSD experiments 
were carried on out here,” says Hugh Grimley, 
a spokesperson for the group of investigators 
who are making the allegations. “Lysergic Acid 
Diethylamide, or LSD for short, is of course 
a powerful hallucinogen, and scientists thought 
it might be useful as a truth serum or as a 
weapon of war. We believe that they were 
producing it in large quantities out here for use in 
their experiments.” 

According to Grimley, who works as an 
independent water tester, he began turning up 
surprising results while sampling untreated 
well water in neighborhoods in the area starting 
several years ago. “While LSD wouldn't ever be 
found in treated water, as it breaks down upon 
contact with chlorine, we found surprisingly high 
levels of the drug in the drinking water wells 
unconnected with the municipal water supply. 
So we began looking for a source.” Deductive 
reasoning pointed his team towards the top- 
secret location where LSD experiments were 
rumored to have taken place. 

Grimley says that his team is not yet able to 
provide hard evidence for their allegations. “Look, 


The problem came about when a maintenance 
person at the Montauk Yards noticed that 
two screws had come loose on the giant steel 
couplings of one of the cars. These couplings, 
with a little bit of leeway, keep cars from bumping 
into one another as a train slows into a station. 
As this was the last car on a particular six subway 
car train when it came into Montauk for its 
nightly scrubbing, he arranged for a seventh 
subway car to be deliberately bumped into that 


last car to see if it would hold up. Unfortunately, 


the bump not only broke the steel couplings on 
the last car, but also broke the steel couplings 
on all of the other five cars resulting in an 
unexpected mini-pile-up. Nobody was on these 
trains at this time, of course, but all six cars have 
to be repaired, which is expected to take from 
three to six months, and so we will have to do 
without them until then. Because this temporarily 
reduces our operable subway cars from 32 to 26, 
we've had to space out the subway trains to keep 
everything rolling along, with an eight-minute 
interval instead of six. 


COMMISSIONER ASPINALL’S MESSAGE 

To celebrate the end of summer, Hamptons 
Subway is giving out free red balloons to everyone 
passing through the turnstiles everywhere on 
the system. To avoid a crowding problem, they 
will be only partially inflated when given. You 
can inflate them the rest of the way by blowing 
into them after you arrive at your destination. 
When inflated, they say “Happy Fall from 
Hamptons Subway” in green ink. Theyvre 
green to indicate our commitment to saving 
the environment. 


it’s not like these guys were going to fill out forms 
in triplicate to document these experiments,” 
Grimley says. “This was pretty clandestine work. 
I figure they covered their footprints pretty 
thoroughly. But then, when they were getting 
ready to close up shop, they must have found 
themselves stuck with a massive amount of 
leftover acid in powder form.” Grimley’s team has 
found several people who claim, in interviews, 
to remember seeing a lot of suspicious dumping 
of unidentified materials around the time that 
the military base closed down. “This was the 
early ’80s, and there weren’t that many people 
out here to witness what these guys were up to,” 
says Grimley. “Our sources say they didn’t even 
attempt to disguise what they were doing.” 
Officials and legal authorities have yet to issue 
any formal responses to Grimley’s allegations, 
but privately, numerous officials admitted that 
they have long suspected that many residents of 
Montauk were “on something.” One official went 
as far as to say that he recently saw a giant lizard 
crawling up the Carl Fisher Office Building. &&

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No Hurricanes This Fall 


My Assessment Differs from T. hat of the National Weather Service

O n May 31, the weather forecasters predicted 
six hurricanes in the Atlantic this hurricane 
season. So far we haven’t had any, and we're 
halfway through. 

They think they are so smart. They have this 
newfangled group of satellites that are supposed 
to predict weather down to the minute. As a result, 
they have begun issuing weather alerts. I get them 
on my cell phone from the Weather Channel. But 
one of the National Weather Service satellites has 
a flaw in it, and they admit that. The one here on 
the East Coast works fine, but the one on the West 
Coast has a non-functioning Advanced Baseline 
Imager. And they don’t know why.

the damned thing off. And so yesterday the alert 
was about a hurricane hitting Hawaii, and an 
earthquake in Thailand.

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One Vote Different Would Have Killed Our Conversion to Wind Power

O n the eve of the vote at which the Town 
of East Hampton would either approve or 
disapprove of granting the offshore wind farm 
people the right to land their power cables at a 
landing point at the beach in Wainscott, I got a 
call from a national publication about the matter. 
“What do you think of the plan?” the 
reporter asked. 

“T am all for it,” I said. “I think a proposal 
to give us enough wind power to provide for all 
the electricity on the East End should go full 
steam ahead.” 

“That’s not what I thought you were going to 
say,” the reporter said.

“You were against it. You were leading the 
demonstrations. And it was dangerous and 
needed to come ashore someplace else.”

Gardiner’s Bay, pleading with the Town not to 
remove the “temporary” sandbags that have been 
saving their homes from flooding and worse for 
the last 10 years. Ten years is the most years 
allowed for “temporary.” So the sandbags have 
to be removed. But the sandbags cannot be 
removed. During the next decade we have to doa 
complete 180 and take the position that then was 
then and now is now and begin piling up rocks 
and boulders and reefs and groins to deal with 
the rising waters.

t’s said what goes around comes around. And 
so, therefore, I am able to report that because 

of the increase in traffic, the amount of time it 

takes to drive from Manhattan to the Hamptons 
is rapidly approaching the time it took to do so 
when I first came out here in the 1950s. 

In between then and now, the amount of time 
did dip down, probably dropping to its lowest 
point about the time the Long Island Expressway 
reached Riverhead midway between then and 
now. Boy, could you speed out here then. 

The experience of getting out here by car, in 
spite of the fact that the time is close to merging, 
is so entirely different that I thought I ought to 
write about it. The inspiration came last week 
when I drove a BMW 150. “Hello Driver Dan” 
the video screen said when I slid in behind the 
wheel. It recognized me by my butt on the seat, 
I believe. Driving down the street, I noticed a 
small white square on the dashboard screen with 
a black number 45 in it. It was reading the speed 
limit signs. It changed to 25 when I went down a 
side street. I think you know where this is going. 


Being in a car today is an amusement. It really 
doesn’t matter much how longer it takes to get 
out here. If you’re uncomfortable, readjust the 
back lumbar or the seat tilt. Seat too hot? Press 
a button and cold air comes through holes in it. 
Lost? A confident woman will guide you on the 
GPS. Or, if you don’t like her, you can make her 
into an Englishman. You have airbags, rear video 
cameras, whiplash headrests, seatbelts (uh, no 
seatbelts in 1955), child seats for the backseat 
only. You have headlights that dim automatically 
when a car approaches. You have computers 
that buzz at you if you go out of the lane, 
other computers that ding if you pass when you 
shouldn’t, sirens that go off if somebody other 
than you tries to start the car, audio consoles that 
give you Bluetooth video and podcasts, telephone 
calls and self-parking software that sizes up the 
parking space and then back-and-forths you 
into it. You have remote start and cup holders. 
(Balancing a cup between your legs was the cup 
holder of 1955.) : 

The only amusement in a car in 1955 was 
when one of us hid in the trunk so that when 
we took our dates to the drive-in movie we'd 
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only have to pay for three, and not for four. 

Other than that and the romancing you 
might accomplish in the backseat, nobody 
thought of cars as amusements in 1955. 
They were, instead, regarded as wild animals that 
mated with works of art. They were judged for the 
beauty of their tailfins, their rakish windshield 
angles, their chrome grills, the-white wall of their 
tires. They had names like Mustang, Barracuda 
and Cougar. Driving them was smelly, noisy 
and rough. White or gray smoke came out the 
back. If it turned to black smoke, it meant engine 
trouble. They spent lots of time in “the shop” up 
on the lift. Mufflers fell off. Transmissions seized. 
Brakes failed. 

Ninety nine times out of 100, though, it got 
you there. And while en route, there were thrills 
as you navigated the narrow, bumpy roads. You 
could drive really fast, spinning your wheels 
into a screeching slide while coming to a new 
straightaway. Car salesmen prided themselves 
on how fast you could drive them from 0 to 60. 
Doing it in 11 seconds was exciting. Doing it 
in 10 seconds was scary, but a thrill. To add to 
the excitement, turn rock ’n’ roll on your radio 
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very loud. And open the “fly window” so the 
wind can blow a hurricane .at you. (They were 
mounted on the car door between the regular car 
door window and the windshield. They swiveled 
out to blow wind at you. They were especially 
happy additions to convertibles, with the wind 
in your hair.) And we teenagers at that time 
talked top speeds. On long empty straightaways, 
we could get those cars up to 105, or 110, even 
115 if no police were around. I once hit 118 on the 
Napeague Stretch. 

But hang on for dear life. Both the front and 
backseats were long upholstered benches without 
seatbelts, adjustments or side supports. As for the 
dashboard, it was metal with protruding knobs. 
No help in an accident. But they were as arty as 
the rest of the vehicle, their design accenting the 
tailfins and grilles with chrome here and there. 

So what we had here back in 1955 were 
exciting, outta-my-way, thundering creatures 
with 188 horses that got to an intersection where 
someone was beginning to walk across the street 
and you stepped on the gas to beat them to it. 

And when you got into traffic jams coming 
out here with the smoke and noise and hot sun, 
all you wanted was to find the alley down the 
shoulder of the road you could downshift to 
second to get into, then rocket ahead, spewing 
dust on the unfortunate suckers who hadn’t 
thought of this. The dream of the peace and 
quiet was the goal—at the end of what was not a 
yellow brick road but a bumpy, potholed rumble 
of trouble, probably backed up because of an 
accident and attendant rubbernecking. 

It was not for nothing that, when I first got 
here, there was a big billboard by the side of the 
road as you approached one particular town from 
the west that read “ENTERING WATER MILL. 
SLOW DOWN AND ENJOY IT.” 

I might add that back then, cars were so 
prized for their beauty and animal prowess they 
were frequently stolen by thieves. Even if you 
locked your car. A trunk could be popped with 
a locksmith’s key. A coat hanger wiggled down 
through the top of a door window could pull up 
the door lock. After that it was just a matter of 
putting a few wires together under the dashboard 
to start the engine. And then you were off. If you 
were that kind of person: 

Cars weren’t stolen that often in the Hamptons. 
But in Manhattan, it happened all the time. There 
was just no way to secure your car to properly 
prevent that happening. 

Well, that was then. 

Today, one sits in a personally adjusted 
captain’s chair issuing orders, making phone 
calls, listening to the Englishman give you 
information, handling situations that appear in 
your mirrors or on your screen—and if it is going 
to take three hours, maybe three and a half, 
that will be fine. A wave to a young woman in a 
blinking crosswalk. And a smile. After you, Miss. 
You are enjoying a Beethoven symphony in an 
acoustic setting rivaling a concert hall. 

And 0 to 60? We come out of a side street 
and there we are. There’s a split second 
available to get into a lane from the side street, 
and in 5 seconds, you’re in it and two seconds 
later you're up to 60. With 300 horsepower, 
nobody even thinks about it. 

Getting to the Hamptons is lots of fun, and if it 
takes longer that’s fine. There’s so much to do, so 
many calls to make and messages to send you're 
out here in a time you might almost wish would

Railroad Raises a Trestle to Keep Truckers fro 


CAR, CAR, TRUCK, DUCK!

RAISING THE BAR 

Every day for the last nine months, I have 
had the pleasure of watching the progress of 
a construction site that is a testament to the 
stupidity of man. I watch it in the morning when I 
go down Three Mile Harbor Road into town and I 
watch it again in the afternoon when I head back 
home the other way. The progress is slow. I think 
they will still be at it next summer. What they are 
doing is raising a 400-yard stretch of railroad 
tracks three feet. 

The reason they want to raise the tracks three 
feet is because they rest upon the top of a railroad 
bridge that crosses the road I drive on. The 
underside of this bridge is exactly 10 feet above 
the road. About 10 times a year, someone drives 
a truck slightly more than 10 feet tall either into 
the side of this railroad bridge or, in the case of 
“maybe we can make it,” wedged nastily into the 
underside of the bridge, where it grinds to a halt. 
They didn’t make it. 

This has been going on every year as long 
as anyone can remember. Many a truck gets 
crumpled. Nothing has ever moved the bridge. 

Years ago, there was just one warning sign on 
the road leading up to the bridge. Then, over the 
years, because the trucks kept hitting the bridge, 
the signs multiplied. Soon there were 2, then 5, 
then 10. None of it has made any difference. The 
Village kept score. Trucks hit the bridge with the 
same frequency whether it was 1 sign or ten. Ten 
are there today, even though the beautiful and 
historic Hook Mill with its soaring wooden blades

sits on a grassy triangle that backs up close to the 
western side of this bridge and the signs ruin the 
view of it from the road. 

It’s kind of a sport for us locals. 

“Hey, there’s another one didn’t get under 
the bridge.” 

“What kind?” 

“A U-Haul.” 

“Wedged?” 

If it’s wedged, it means we.can park by the side 
of the road nearby and walk over to see who was 


stupid this time. A U-Haul? Probably one of us. 


other locals too cheap to hire a truck. They'll be 
there, sitting in the cop car filling out the forms, 
too embarrassed to look up. 

The first thing that happened after the Village 
approved the raising of the tracks on the bridge 
last March was that a construction trailer arrived 
and was set up on the side of the mound of earth 
that supports the tracks 10 feet up before the train 
gets to the bridge on the east side. One morning 
the trailer wasn’t there. Later that day it was. As 
this is a steep slope up to the tracks above and the 
floor of the trailer has to be level, the corners of it 
closest to the tracks sat on short steel poles, while 
the two other corners sat on long steel poles. 
It looked pretty unstable to me. Inside would 
be tables with architectural plans, chairs and 
lamps and phones and maybe a coffeemaker. 
Every few hours a train would rumble by up top, 
shaking everything. 

About a week later, the trailer had been moved 
farther away from the tracks. Somebody must 
have said, what the hell did you put it on the side 
of the slope for? The next week, a five-foot-high

stockade fence surrounded the trailer on three 
sides. There was a door in it. The slope was on 
the fourth. Now you can’t see the goings-on by 
the trailer as you drive by. But you could see the 
goings-on from the train, if you looked down. 

The next thing that happened was the arrival of 
a dozen woodsmen with chainsaws to take down 
the trees on both sides of the slopes for the full 
400 yards. Sort of like having your hair cut before 
brain surgery. Neighbors living in houses on both 
sides of the slopes were horrified. Now there 
are no trees to block the view of the trains! The 
complaints got them nowhere. These slopes were 
on railroad property. Suddenly the homes: were 
in sunshine. First time in over 120 years. 

Next came huge six-foot steel panels slapped 
onto the sides of the slopes. With the tracks three 
feet higher up, the dirt walls will be thicker and 
the bottom will be wider. These panels will keep 
it together as the trains go by up top. 

I think they could have left the tracks at 
the height they are now by making the bridge 
stronger and cutting the undersides of it higher. 
But they are not. You will sit in a seat on the train 
leaving East Hampton Station heading east and 
feel a rise as you approach the bridge, then a flat 
stretch across the bridge, then a slight drop down 
after the bridge. Hang onto your hat. 

With that done, a truck will have to be 13 feet 
1 inch to get stuck under the bridge. No truck 
is that high. Right? Nobody hauling something 
13 feet up would get stuck under there. I do 
recall a time when some idiot towing a one- 
story house on a flatbed tried to make it 
under the tracks there. 
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Meantime, I look forward to seeing what 
happens next as I drive by. Soon there will be 
bulldozers and trucks full of dirt, cranes with 
railroad tracks and railroad ties, flagmen and 
laborers with hardhats and shovels. Across the 
street, Hampton Bagels will be selling a lot 
of bagels, coffee and donuts. Maybe there will 
even be some full-grown evergreen trees put 
in where the old giant trees were—courtesy of 
preservationists, historians, environmentalists 
and some officials hoping to get re-elected—so 
you wouldn't see the flash of steel behind Hook 
Mill as the train thunders by. 

Finally there will be new yellow signs. 
“Clearance Thirteen Feet,” theyll say. Maybe 
there will be a few fewer of them on each side. 
That would be nice.

The 
buyer was Steven Roth of Vornado Realty Trust, 
who ordered it dramatically redesigned from top 
to bottom by designer Thierry Despont.

A ugust in New York City has the strange 
and ominous feel of a coming death. The 
air hovers above, stagnant and heavy and the 
smell of overheated concrete pulses through the 
endless streets. The last remaining weekends 
of the summer are plagued by the feeling of 
abandonment as New Yorkers flee in droves to 
escape the rising temperatures. The Hamptons, 
Fire Island, Woodstock, anywhere but here. If 
you rode the A train on any Friday afternoon 
like I did, you could see them clamoring into 
the station like little moths to a lamppost. They 
filled the train cars with their desperation. Straw 
hats peeking out through the corners of luggage 
teasing the rest of us like little children looking 
out through the backseats of minivan windows. 
And finally, when the doors opened at 34th 
Street, like a gasp, they ran out to catch the Long 


Island Rail Road. The rest of us quickly darting 


glances to find empty seats and then heaving 
a sigh of relief as the train finally pulled out of 
Penn Station. 

I watched this scene repeatedly with fascination 
growing up, always wondering about this place 
called The Hamptons and these stately people 
who raced off there. With each passing Friday 
afternoon of my childhood, it grew in mystery. 
The name alone, plural instead of singular, 
seemed intentionally vague as though it were a 
place so illustrious; it had to be given an alias. 
I had learned bits and pieces about it growing 
up in Brooklyn Heights. The Heights was the

kind of neighborhood where you would certainly 
know people who summered out East. The kids 


_at school talked about it and at the consignment 


shop I worked at on Pierrepont Street; there was 
a woman who sold chicken pot pies she baked 


in Sagaponack. In the fall when her husband 
would bring her chocolates from Paris wrapped 
in pastel colored tin foils, she would donate 
them to the cashiers at the shop so as to avoid 
the calories. I happily ate them, imagining these 
elegant women of the Hamptons, slim waists, 
gardening in silk dresses while their pies cooled 
on light washed marble counter tops. 

While I was lucky enough to get out of town 
in those brutal city summers, my family never 
headed to the Hamptons. Aside from the fact that 
we were probably the least wealthy in a wealthy 
neighborhood, my parents just weren’t really 
the type. My father wore the same bright green 
gardening clogs for 20 years and he would scrape 
the mold out of jam jars to salvage the rest of it. 
My mother loved canned soup and she always 
packed sandwiches on white hamburger buns for 
car rides. We spent our summers at my mom’s 
cottage on Rhode Island, eating clam cakes and 
scouring the tide pools for hermit crabs. It was 
the house she grew up in, her grandfather had 
built it with his own hands using money he’d 
won at an auction. We sat all day at the beach 
in Narragansett, scraggly haired and always a 
little bit sunburnt. In our tiny cabana my mother 


; would send us down to the ocean to collect 


seawater so that we could boil lobsters at night. 
We were always the last to leave. It was simple 
and sweet and I loved it, but I was always curious 
about this place out east. 

Once I graduated from college and started my 
first job in the city, my train rides resumed and 
I was reminded again CONTINUED ON PAGE 94 
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about Hamptons summers. I pretended not to 
care as an ex-boyfriend secured a share house 
with some of his friends and posted photos on 
Facebook that I stared at over freeze pops on 
my Ikea sofa downtown, the heat, creaking up 
into the 90s, our shitty air conditioners heaving 
with all their might in the background. As August 
approached, my roommates and I grew listless 
with each passing weekend until a friend came up 
with the suggestion that we take a hotel room in 
Montauk. Although the room was meant for two, 
she was certain all five of us could fit and, even 
better, the price was hard to beat. 

That next Friday, instead of looking for a seat 
on the A train, I exited at 34th Street with the 
hoards of other New Yorkers, feeling a bit like a 
traitor, but also too preoccupied to care. As the 


packed train rushed from one station to the next, 
the feeling of excitement was overwhelming, 
like children on their last day of school, it was 
hard to remember a time when summer felt 
so young. Southampton, Bridgehampton, East 
Hampton, the names of this secret place finally 
started to unravel, and by the time we arrived 
in Montauk I felt like I had traveled a world 
away from New York City. Our hotel room was, 
as to be expected, scratchy sheets, old carpets, 
quilted floral bedding, but we were elated to 
be here, regardless of the fact that we had 
been told Montauk wasn’t really considered 
the Hamptons. 

We were instantly seduced. It was beautiful, 
yes, but there was an energy to it, a low hum of 
excitement that weaved its way through those 
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tipsy star-covered evenings like sand sliding 
just through your grasp. Where Montauk had 
settled into her rough beauty, we discovered 
the Hamptons to be meticulous in her upkeep. 
Perfectly hedged driveways, rows of brightly 
colored hydrangeas, impossibly beautiful people 
in long gauzy dresses dancing drunkenly in the 
moonlight like something you would read about 
in a Fitzgerald novel. We watched the sunsets 
nearly swallow us whole across from Gosman’s 
Dock, drank cheap liquor at the Memory Motel 
and sank our toes into white sand beaches. 
Like a bad romance, I felt awkwardly out of 
place but still hopelessly enamored. We had 
discovered with little trouble what made this 
place so intoxicating and almost as quickly as we 
had left, we were already making plans to return. 

Monday mornings back at my white-walled 
cubicle felt like coming down from a bad drug. The 
sound of printers spewing out inane memos and 
Nancy microwaving her Lean Cuisine exactly at 
noon, as she always did, seemed impossible next ~ 


_ to the memory of the weekend. We needed to go 


back. And so it began that the Hamptons became 
a place we knew. We learned where to get the best 
lobster roll, which beaches you could park at and 
how to properly order a BBC at Cyril’s. We spent 
the rest of that summer and many thereafter 
dangling our fingers out of cab windows after 
a long night of dancing, the sweet ocean breeze 
drying our perspiration. We watched sunset after 
sunset at places I can’t recall, and perhaps, more 
likely, they no longer exist. We kissed boys whose 
names we would never remember at clambakes 


we were not invited to. 


I am 35 now. We are driving out east, just 
nearing County Road 111. The clouds are moving 
overhead effortlessly and deliberately like boats 
navigating the sound. Soon we will be met by the 
Stargazer sculpture, which sits on a farm on the 
east side of the road. I Googled it once to learn its 
name and discovered that the artist had meant 
for it to portray the connection between Earth 
and Heaven. That seemed like the perfect way 
to mark the shift between Central Long Island, 
with its fast zooming highways and 7-Elevens, 
to the lush, loopy roads of the Hamptons. I have 
been coming here for almost 10 years now. My 
husband and I fell in love one summer at a share 
house. We bought a little home on Toppings Path 
and sold it. We had a baby. We discovered over — 
the years that this place that seduced us with its 
beauty had more layers and depth to it, the more 
you loved it. We didn’t come for the parties, or the 
restaurants, we weren’t invited anyway. We came 
and will always come back for that indescribable 
way that an old lover is sewn into your memories 
like a perfume you can never forget. As we turn 
towards Butter Lane, I can see them, piling off 
the LIRR, luggage in hand, waving frantically to 
loved ones, we round the corner, and just like 
that, they're gone. &&

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Feldshuh Is Leona Helmsley at WHBPAC September 15 


ix-time Tony and Emmy nominated star 

Tovah Feldshuh hits the Westhampton Beach 
Performing Arts Center (WHBPAC) stage with her 
latest cabaret act, Tovah Is Leona! on September 
15. You won’t want to miss indicted real estate 
tycoon Leona “Queen of Mean” Helmsley’s return 
from Purgatory—through Feldshuh’s brilliant 
portrayal—to plead her case and sing a few show 
tunes. She only gets one hour to earn a ticket to 
Heaven, so-there had better be enough evidence 
in her songs to acquit her, otherwise she'll be 
forced to cease and desist, or rather be deceased 
and desist. “It’s all about real estate, so I hope 
_ all the realtors, developers and contractors will 
be there to learn about how this one real estate 
expert thrived, and then really screwed up,” 
Feldshuh says. 

Last year, Feldshuh was offered a musical with 
25 actors and a 30-piece orchestra called Queen of 
Mean, with book and lyrics by Alex Lippard and 
David Lee and music by Ron Passaro. Lippard 
had conceptualized the show with Feldshuh in 
mind and was eager to get it on Broadway, but 
that’s no easy feat. Feldshuh had the brilliant 
foresight to fashion a standalone nightclub act as 
Leona using select songs from the score, mixed 
with American standards and a bit of rap to raise 
awareness and financial support for the larger 
production. She recruited Jeff Harnar as director 
and James Bassi as musical director, and the 
three of them created Tovah Is Leona! 54 Below 
debuted the cabaret act on its stage in July, and 
it was so successful it went on to Guild Hall in 
August and now WHBPAC. 

The romp takes the audience through Leona’s 
wild journey: much like Evita, Leona started with 
nothing and married into immense wealth and 
power, in the person of real estate giant Harry 
Helmsley. “Trump was a drop in the bucket next 
to Helmsley,” Feldshuh quips. Prior to meeting 
Helmsely, Leona had already climbed the ranks 
from receptionist to vice president at the firm 
Pease & Elliman. After meeting Leona on the 
dance floor, Helmsley quickly brought her on 
as director of cooperative sales at the Helmsley- 
Spear subsidiary Brown, Harris, Stevens and 
later divorced his wife of three decades to marry 
her. They wed in 1972. 

“Talent is the ability to hit a target nobody else 
ean hit,” Feldshuh notes. “Genius is the ability 
to hit a target nobody else can see. Leona 
Helmsley had a genius for running a home and 
running a hotel.” It’s largely for this reason 
that she was known as the Queen of Mean. She 
would carefully inspect the Helmsley Hotels she 
supervised as president for any minute flaw that 
would cause it to fall short of her immensely 
high standards, firing any employee she felt 
couldn’t live up to those standards. While she’s 
remembered as being unfair and harsh, Feldshuh 
prefers to think that Leona simply “lost her 
patience over a lack of excellence...but boy, was it 
an effective dictatorship!” 

In 1992, Leona was convicted of evading 
$1.7 million in taxes and sentenced to four years 
in prison. She served less than half that time. 
According to Feldshuh, Leona always said, “My 
only crime was being Leona Helmsley...If you're 
a woman in this world, you’d better duck. If 
I were a man I would've walked or been 
elected President.” 

Feldshuh holds the remarkable honor 
of performing the longest running one-woman 


Broadway show, Golda’s 
Balcony, which ran _ for 
493 performances. She 
continues to act in William 
Gibson’s play, a retelling of 
Israeli Prime Minister Golda 
Meir’s life, at least three weeks 
each year in countries all over 
the world. 

Recently, Feldshuh 
performed in a new play 
written by her brother, David 
Feldshuh, called Dancing with 
Giants, in which she portrayed 
a man for the first time in 
her nearly 50-year career. Her

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He’s Keith Hernandez and He Has a New Memoir 


ag Harbor’s Keith Hernandez is a baseball legend. 

Honored as a five-time All-Star, two-time World 
Series Champion and Silver Slugger Award winner and 
11-time Gold Glove Award winner, Hernandez mostly 
played first base for the New York Mets. Less baseball- 
minded people recognize Hernandez from when he 
played himself as Elaine Benes’s boyfriend in Seinfeld’s 
iconic two-episode storyline, “The Boyfriend,” which 
also featured “the spitting incident.” 

But his new memoir, I’m Keith Hernandez, isn’t 
about any of that. Hernandez makes it clear from the 
beginning that his book won’t be just another baseball 
tell-all. He strives, in his well-written, conversational 
style, to make it more than that, to make it an insightful 
and compelling look into not only the world of baseball 
but also into his inner world. Baseball fans know that 
Hernandez always speaks his mind as a public figure, 
and his candor in his new book is intriguing and 
keeps readers who are not sports fans tuned in and 
committed to the journey Hernandez takes them on. 

The memoir is divided into three major parts. The 
first is “Bricks and Mortar,” followed by “Get to Work” 
and then, “Consistency.” The first section is the most 
successful in fulfilling Hernandez’s goal of making his 
memoir stand apart from other books by baseball stars. 
This is where the reader really gets to see Hernandez 
before he became the legendary first baseman, and 
he’s not reluctant to share his struggles in making a 
name for himself as he comes up through the St. Louis 
Cardinals organization. Hernandez begins with his 
first spring training, reflecting on what it was like to 
leave behind the life he knew in Northern California to 
head to St. Petersburg, Florida. From the strict training 
schedule to trips to all-you-can-eat restaurants with 
the guys to less family-friendly content, Hernandez 


helps the reader understand 
how difficult it can be to 
achieve your dreams. 

In between these excerpts, 

Hernandez provides 
flashbacks. These chapters 
are in italics to distinguish 
them, but the formatting 
choice can be distracting. This 
is a problem, as the meat of 
Hernandez’s story lies here— 
particularly when the excerpts 
involve his father, which 
they often do. This dynamic 
plays out through the book, 
and is key to understanding 
how Hernandez became the 
man he is and baseball player 
he was. Hernandez’s father 
is a complicated character. 
He pushes his son in ways 
that edge toward abuse, 
but he also makes it clear 
how much dedication and 
belief he has in his son from 
a very young age. Readers 
will be interested to see 
the differences 
Hernandez and his brother, 
Gary, who also played baseball. Hernandez does well 
in the way he maps out these relationships in small 
sections, amid standard content you would expect in a 
baseball player’s memoir. 

In addition to describing his experiences as a 
baseball player and his personal conflicts, Hernandez

spends time discussing his 
current job as an analyst for 
New York Mets television 
broadcasts. He criticizes the 
current state of baseball, 
particularly the emphasis 
placed on the advanced 
technology involved in 
sabermetrics, one of the more 
popular trends in_ baseball 
and one that Hernandez is 
skeptical of. It’s refreshing to 
hear an outspoken and clearly 
passionate former star player 
opine about where he thinks 
baseball has taken a wrong ~ 
turn. Hernandez could cause 
an apathetic baseball viewer 
to become fascinated by the 
complexities of the game. 

If you are looking for tales 
of Hernandez’s days playing 
for the Mets, or a deeper look 
into his well-known cocaine 
usage, you won't find it in 
this memoir. If you're at all 
interested in baseball, or even 
if you’re just interested in 

the man himself—which you 
should be—I’m Keith Hernandez, full of insights and 
self-reflection, is a must-read.

Olfactory receptors in the human 
account for approximately 80% 
what we experience as flavor! Most of 
his comes through gases passing from the mouth into 
e nasal passages during mastication. The rest comes 
rough our taste buds and our sense of a beverage’s 
perature and pungency or “sting.” Flavors in food 
also affected by our sense of texture. To describe 
wine as “chewy” refers to the textural quality of its 
onounced tannins. 
Probably the mest radical difference between glasses

is whether or not they are stemmed. To hold a glass 
of wine by its stem is to better retain its serving 
temperature. To hold the bowl of a glass in your hands 
warms the wine quickly, sending out more gases and 
volatile organic compounds. In the case of an older 
wine, in which you want to retain aromas and its 
fragile fruit, look for a narrower opening to retain those 
qualities and to lessen exposure to air.

stay cool. Bowls that are straighter 
on the sides can help them stay at a 
lower temperature. While a big red—a 
Burgundy, for example—can gloriously 
open up through a wide opening. 

Rosés can be served in white wine 
glasses, but glasses made specifically 
for rosés have shorter bowls that are 
slightly tapered and sometimes have 
a flared rim. “The rim affects the way 
you sip,” Gabe Geller, a top, nationally 
known sommelier explains. “The flair 
helps direct the wine directly to the tip 
of the tongue.” 

Or maybe it’s more about the 
look. We drink first with our eyes. 
Why are Champagne flutes long and 
narrow? To retain—and to show off— 
those fabulous bubbles! 

Can a glass improve a terrible wine? 
No. But some wines that are not a 
pleasure to drink—provided they’re 
not corked—can be tasty when used in 
marinades. Others are best left to turn 
to tart vinegar. Intense wines— such as 

dessert wines and fortified wines—are 
intended to be enjoyed in relatively small amounts. 
Small flutes are used to send the sweet hit directly to 
the back of the mouth. 

Many oenophiles prefer crystal to glass because its 
mineral content lends it structural strength, allowing 
the production of very thin vessels. This affords a 
closer connection to the wine—both as it flows into the

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color and viscosity or “legs.” 

Does the relative roughness of the crystal surface 
create turbulence in the wine, which, in turn, causes 
more of the aromatic compounds to be released? 
Maybe, but regular glass seems to work just fine, as 
long as you use a clear, un-etched and uncut glass. 

Can you just use a standard, stemmed goblet for all 
wine? Sure, but pay attention to the wine’s temperature 
before it goes into the glass. Rosé, though a popular 
summer beverage, should not be served ice cold! Reds 
are typically served around room temperature. Reds 
are generally more complex than whites as they've had 
more exposure to the grapes’ skins. 4 

Geller agrees, saying “There’s no reason to think 
you'll ever be judged by your stemware,” he says, 
“and you don’t have to be a professional sommelier to 
choose the right glass.” 

And then there’s mead. The: taste, nose, and 
mouthfeel differ greatly from one mead to another. 
Meads can be quite sweet, or savory. 

Traditional vessels include horns, tankards and 
bowls called “mazers.” Though horns are naturally 
tempting, the modern vessel of choice for mead is 
a delicate wine glass with a mouth designed to help 
retain the nuanced flavors that concentrate in the top 
layer. The heavier flavor layers linger below. 

You already have favored glasses for your mixed 
drinks and beer, right? An old fashioned glass, a 
martini glass, a beer stein...it might be time to get a 
selection of wine glasses.
